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truthful. I have always thought that truthfulness 
was the very essence of their being, they are so guileless 
that it would not enter into their minds not to speak the 
truth I, for this reason, object to the well-known story 
of Washington and the cherry-tree; the delight of the father 
was quite out of proportion to the occasion. I should like 
to ask Mrs. Richmond if she would touch upon this point in 
her closing speech. Is truthfulness not natural to a child ? 

Mrs. Richmond, referring first to the point that had been 
raised about punishment, said that what she meant was that 
there was a danger of making things too easy for a child 
and putting it out of his power to make mistakes. If a 
child were allowed to make a few of these mistakes himself, 
instead of having difficulties removed out of his path, he 
would have less to suffer when he got to the age of fifteen 
or sixteen. Her own experience had not been gained among 
quite little children, but she believed the tendency was to 
make the lives of these little children too easy. She did 
think that children were naturally truthful, and thought that 
if they never met us adults they would continue to be truthful. 
We have to be to some extent sophisticated to tell lies, but 
the whole subject was a difficult one, and she wished she had 
more time to give to it. 

Mrs. Husband felt sure that everyone would be grateful 
that these points had been raised. It was evident that it was 
not punishment as such that Mrs. Richmond advocated, but 
the need of a wider experience for a child. The child was 
not to be brought up as a hothouse plant, the lions in his 
path were not all to be met and slain, but he should have 
some preparation for the difficulties of after life.
